His Highne!s 
call’d the Battery, The Queen’s Battery, and drank 
the King of Spain’s Healcn with the like Ceremony, 
It began to rain about that rime, and for 30 Days 
together the Weather was moftterrible, witha ftrong 
Wind at § W. which forc’d the oth of March (O. 3 } 
eight of the Enemies Ships) from their Anchors. 
Sir john Leake having on the 6th of that Month, 
failed from Lisbon, with the Confederate Squadron 
under his Conimand, came in fight of Cape Sparte! 
the oth at Noon ; but not having Day’ enough to 
reach Gibrairar, he lay by to prevent being difco- 
ver'd from the Spanifh Shoar, to the end he might 
furprize the Enemy in the Bay, early the next Morn- 
ing. The Weather continued fair till after Mid- 
night, when the Wind thifted from the Weft. North- 
Welt. to the South Weft, With much Rain and thick 
Weather, which hindred his making Sail fo foon as 
he intended. About half an hour paft five ‘in the 
Morning, the Squadron got within two Milés of 
Cape Carbaritta, and dilcover’d only five Sail ma- 
king out of the Bay, at whom a Gun was fired from 
Europa Point: Whereupon concluding that the Ga- 
rifon was fafe, they gave Chale to thofe five Ships, 
which prov'd to be the Vdgnanimous, a Frene/) Man 
ot War of 74 Guns, the Lys of 86, the Ardent of 66, 
the Arrogant of 60. and the Marqui/s of 56." At fir it 
the Enemy made for the Barbary Shoar, but feeing 
our Fleet gain’d upon them, they ftood for the Spa- 
nifo Shoar. At 9 a Clock Sir Thomas Dilkes, om 
Board her Majelty’s Ship the Revenge, together with 
the Neweaftle, A itelope, Expedition, anda Dutch Man 
of War, got within half Gun fhot of the Arrogant, 
and after a very little Refiftance fhe ftruck, the 
Neweaftle’s Boat getting in firlt on Board her.

Road, where her Majefty’s Ships the Swallow and 
Leopard chafed a French Merchant-man on Shoar of 
about 300 Tuns, which the Enemy burnt. The 
Wind continued Wefterly for fome Days, with ve- 
ry bad Weather, which drove our Squadron up as 
high as Rocketta, where they anchored 48 Hours, 
and then put to Sea again, bur could not get backto 
the Bay otf Gibraltar before the 30th of March. Hee 
Majctty’s Ships the Kent, Orford and Eagle, had 
joined them two Days before off of Malaga. The 
Expeditionand Panther had onthe 27th chas’d afhoar, 
near Cape de Gatt, a French Merchant-man of about 
250 Tuns, and 30 Guns, bound to the Weft. Indies, 
to which they fet fire, andthe 4f/urence and Bedford 
had taken two Satrees. 

When the French Court expected to hear of the 
Reduétion of Gibraltar, according to the Promifes 
of Marefchal de Theff?, they were very much fur- 
priz'd to receive an Account of Monlieur Posnes’s 
Difgrace, in the following Lerrer from himfelf, da- 
ted from Marbella the 22d of March, N.S.

* thatthe bad Weather feparated fo many Ships from 
‘me, otherwife rhe more [had had, the more [had 
‘Jott. Thofe thac abufe the King’s Name. and 
* wrote, or made others to write to.me, that I fheuld 
‘not be afraid, nor fulter my felfto be rul’d by the 
‘ Motives of vain Fear, will perhaps be more afto- 
‘nifh’dahan my felt atthe Rain of this Squadron, 
‘ the Lofsof whichthey can't hinder from being im- 
* puted to themielves. 


"Phe Marefchal de. Theffe being afraid that Mon- 
fieur de Pointis would. jay that Misfortune at his 
Door, did not fail ro write to Court about ic; and 
jultify the Conduct of that Admiral with all the Dex- 
terity he was capable of, to gain a greater Credit 
for what he was to layin hisown Vindication. His 
Letter to the French King Was as follows, and was 
dated from the Camp belore Gibraltar, March the 
23d N. 5, 


(y OUR Maijelty may fee by the Journal annex’d 

‘to this Letter, how many Difhculuies the Be- 
* fiegers have been obliged roget over hitherto, not 
‘ only through the great Refittance made by the Gar- 
* rifon, but the Continuance of the bad Weather. I 
‘has rain’d fo hard into the Works, almoft daily, 
" that the Soldiers were always in Water or Mire; 
* and us certain the Spani/> Infantry deferve great

On the 2oth of March, O.S. The Enemy began 74, sicre 
to withdrawche Cannon from their Batteries. as they of Gibral- 
did foon after all their Forces from before Gibraltar, tar raijed. 
leaving only a Detachment, at fome Diftance, to ob. 
ferve the Garrifon:. And thus the Siege of rhat Im- 
portant Place. after near {fix Months Toil, and 
fruitlefs Attempts. was at lait raifed: by the obftt- 
nate and valiant Defence of ‘6ur brave Englifhmen, 
under the Conduct and Command of the Prudent, 
Vigilant, Indetacigable, and: Couragious Prince of 
Hoffe d’ Armftadt ; and by the feafanabie Relief, which 
from time to cime was brought to them by the Con- 
tederate Fleet, commanded by ‘the Brave and Suc- 
cefsful Sir Fohn Leake. The Lols the Enemy fultain'’d 
in this Enterprize may eafily be computed, it we 
oblerve, that four French Battalions that were before 
that Place, were reduced to 1000 Men. and their i4 
Companies of Granadiers, which arriv’d in the

The Walloon Guards 
of 1300Men were reduced to 400, the French Marines, 
which confilted of 200@ efle&ive Men, inthe be, 
ginning of the Siege, (0 soo, and all of them ina 
languifhing Condition, by Reafon of the long Siege, 
and the bad Weather : And the Spaniards, who were 
about 9000 Men, loft very neartwo Thirds of that 
Number: Whereas the Lofs of the Befieg’d did not 
exceed 1200 Meni. eitner kill’d, wounded, or that 
died of Difeafes. Upon the withdrawing of the 
Enemy’s Cannon, Captain Bennet, the Chief Inge- 
nier, went for Portugal, by Order of the Earl of Gal- 
way, to ferve in the intended Siege of Badajox ; ha- 
ving hrit caufed the Breaches ot Gibraltar to be re- 
paired. and leaving the Place in a better Condition 
of Defence, than it was when the Enemy fat down 
before ir. Not many Days after, Sir Fohbn Leake,with 
the Squadron under bis Command, left the Bay of 
Gibraltar, and brought * into the River of Lisbon, 
the three French Men of War he had taken in the 
late Engagement with Montfieur Pointis Squadron: 
About the fame time a Perfon of Qualiry of Catalo- 
mia, who had imbark’'d at Caaiz for the FrenchCam

{tance of hisScrvants, the Mafter ot the Bark to fer 
hin on fhour at Gibralsar near phe new Mole. He 
was kindly receiv'd by the Prince of He/Je, to whom 
he deliver d fevera) Letrers trom the Partizans of the 
Houle of Austria, and gave him Affuraaces that they 
would iake the frft Opportunity to fhew their Af- 
fection for King Charles. 

The Joy whichthe News of the Raifing of the 
Sege ot Gibralrar, brought to the Well affe&ted in 
Engiand, was propartionable to the Importance of 
maintaining that Conqueft, and the tedious fulpence 
every Body had been im abour the Succefs of the Ene- 
my’s Undertaking. sBy this time the Parliament was

form themfelves hereunto,notwith{tanding any Commi ffions 
or Inftruttions heretofore given zhem to the contrary: And 
for their more partscular Direttion for the future, His 
Royal Highnefs Lord High Admiral is forthwith to Order 
fuch InftruBic ms to be prepa ed, as may be proper for the 
Commanders of Ships of VVar and Privateers in this 
bebalf, to be deliver ME to them, as foon as may be.

Arms in Holand, and the Lew Countries in Balfour's Regi. 
ment, which is now Major-General Larhe.’s Scorch Ree 
—— in the Dutch Service. He rofe gradually to be 
infign, Lieutenant, Captain, and Major in the fame Re- 
giment. After chat he was preferr'd to be Lieutenant. 
Colonel; and not long after, co be Colonel of that Re- 
giment, which was afterwards Sir Charles Graham's, and 
now Major-Gen. Walter Collicr’s in the Service of the 
States-General. In the Year 1699. he was made Briga- 
dier, after the AGtion of Walcourt, and Colonel of the 
Scotch Regiment of Guards. In the Year 1693, after the 
Battle of Landen, he was made Major-Gen. In the firt 
Year of Queen Anne's Reign, he was made Lieutenant- 
Gen. of the Army, and Commander in Chief of the Fer- 
ces in Scotland, He wasa Perfon of great Military Me- 
rit, and who had made his Valour, Intrepidity and Con- 
duc confpicuous, on many Occafions, particularly at 
the memorable Attack of the Fort Coguelet before Namur, 
in the Year 1695, in which, together with the Lord Cuts, 
he commanded five Battalions of the Foot-Guards, both 
Englifh, Scotch, and Dutch; forced the Enemies En- 
trenchments, and drove them to the very Gates of the 
Town.

E HE Infults and Scandalous Reflections that 

have been made upon me in feveral late Reviews, 
tho’ they are beyond all Precedent, yet fhould have 
been without any Notice, bad the Author of thofe 
Papers been the-only Perfon concern dinthem but being 
convinced. upon Enquiry from whence he bas both 
his, Encouragement and inftruétions. and being unwill- 
ing ro be thought guilty by default, or that Silence on 
my part fhould go for Confeilion, or Railing on his 
part go for Reaion, I choofe rather to appeal from 
the malicious Infiuations, and falfe Suggeftions of 
thofe Papers, to the Candid and Impartial Judgment 
of every unbiafs'd Reader, than take thofe Advantages 
which bis Reflbnefs and Impudence, perhaps, have given 
Me. 

I would not have it thought I am entriag the Lifts 
with fuch a mean and mercenary Proftstute as the du- 
bor of the Review : | know better the Regard due to 
the Peerage of England ( tho’ fome have forgot st ) than 
to leflen eiher That or My felf to fuch a Degree.

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yw Army to return to their old Camp at Brcwmbat 

Major-General Stiden was left behind, with 100 
Fulliers, who was to ruin the Bridge the Night 
following, and then rejoin the Army with his De- 
tachment, and the Artillery, Yefterday the Army 
began to march at break of Day towards Treviglio ; 
and our Vanguard being arrived there, commanded 
by Colonel Riedt, met with the Enemies Foragers, 
and killed féveral of them : Befides which, we took 
many Prifoners, and Mules and Horfés, in great 
number, We underitood by the Prifoners, ‘That 
the Grand Prior was on this fide the Adda, at Caffa- 
no, With above 20 Battalions, and 30 Squadrons, 
being pofted between the Adda, and having a Canal 
in his Front that was unpaflable. The Army con- 
tinued to march, and upon the great Road that 
leadsto the Plain between Treviglio and Caffano, was 
drawaup in order of Battle, with a Refolution to 
attack the Enemy: Accordingly they advanc’d a- 
bout one.a-Clock in the Afternoon, and begun the 
Charge half an hour after. “The Attack was very 
vigorous; for we made the Enemy retire, and drove 
part of °em into the Water, and at the fame time 
gain’d the Bridge upon our Right, which was over 
the Canal called Ritorta. The Enemy rallying, ad- 
vanced with all ‘their Force again{t our Battalions, 
who by that rime had pafled the Canal through the 
Water with inconceivable Bravery, fo that the Ene- 
my Upon our Right were driven to the other fide 
of the 4dda; and in that Confufion the Dragoons 
difmounted, turned their Horfes loofe, and got into 
their Works at the head of the Bridge over againft 
Caffano Upon our Left alfo the Atrack was very 
brisk; and fome of the Enemies Battalions were al- 
ready beating a Parley: Bur the Bartalions of our 
Right not being able to fecond rhofé of the Left, be- 
caufe their Arms and Ammunition were wet, the 
Enemy began firing again, and we could not quite 
beat them off, becaufe there were two Canals that 
entirely cover'd them. We patt the Grft, and at- 
tempted ihe fecond, but the Water was {6 deep that 
the Pafflage was impracticable, In this Pofture we 
halted three hours, tho’ the Enemy made a rerrible 
Fire with their great and finall Arms from the head 
of their Bridge, and the Caftle of Caffano, se 
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this Orders were given to our ‘Troops to repafs the yr 


Canal, and enter the Camp on this_fide of it. We 
cannot fufhiciently praife the Bravery of all the 
Troops, of which the Foot’ threw themfeélves into 
the Water in whole Pattalions ata time, up.co.the 
Neck, pafled it in fpite of all the Enemy’s Fire, 
which was incredible, ‘and charged them tho’ their 
Arms and. Ammunition were quite'wet. Thus we 
beat the Enemy from a Poftehat. was moft advan- 
tageous by its Situation, and fupported by the dou- 
ble Fire ae Caffano, of their Cannon and {mall 
Arms ; befides which, the Duke of Vendofme arrived 
there a little before the Battle, with the greatelt 
part ot thofe Troops that he had with himonthe 
other fide of the Adda, near the Palace of Paradi/o, 
The other Particulars fhall follow upon the firftoe- 
cafion ; for we don’t yet know the Number of the 
Slain and Wounded on either fide. Of our Gene- 
rals Count Leinengen, General of the Horfe, is ktl- 
led; and among the Wounded are, our General 
Prince Eugene ot Savoy, who received a flight Shot 
behind the Right Ear; the Count of Raventlaw, 
Lieutenant-General; Prince Fofeph ot Lorrain < 
Prince Alexander of Wirtemberg,and MonheurHafeb. 
We were Matters of three Pieces of Cannon, which; 
for want of Horfes, we could not bring over the 
Canal. For the Baggage, Horfes; Mules, Stan» 
dards and Colours, we cannot yet fend an exact 
Account: bur befides thofe that were taken, we faw 


a great Number in the d4dda. The Prifoners, both - 


Officers and Soldiers, are already very numeraus ; 
and more are hourly brought in,
